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_ Last. Saturday the County Com- 
missioners of Storey county. met to 
act upon a proposition of Messrs. 
“Mackey & Fair. The proposal of 
these gentlemen jis, that they will pay 
$80,000 into the county Treasury at 
once, and the same amount for four 
quarters thereafter. The moneys paid 
in to be used, 8-11 for general expen- 
es of the county, and 3-11 for school 
purposes. The ostensible object of 


this would-be generous proposal is that | 


by the County receiving these amounts 
the county tax will be 50 cents on 
$100 instead of $2. It is further stip- 
uiated that should the tax suits be de- 
‘cided against the State & Co. that this 
money “loaned without interest” to 
the county, should remain in the 
county’s possession and for its use for- 
ever. But if the State wins her case, 
then this money shall be credited as 
part payment of the mining tax of 
the Con Virginia and California mines 
and the 35 per cent. delinquent pen- 
alty shall be remitted. There have 
been several meetings of the county 
Commissioners since Saturday but the 
proposition has not been fully accept- 
ed yet. The delay largely arising 
_ from an amendment proposed by W. 

8S. Wood, that 2-11 of said money go 
_ to cancel $13,000 of the V. & T. R. R. 
‘bonds. As was expected, the Bonan- 
za organ and allies at once advocated 
the proposition of Messrs. Mackey & 
Fair, and Judge Lewis, the County’s 
special Attorney, answered several 
questions, but finally advised the 
_ Board te accept the generous proposal 
He also thought that Mackey & Fair 
would arrange to pay the Assessor and 
District Attorney their fees. The 
question as presented was, is it expe- 
dient to accept the proposition, can 
the Commissioners receive this money 
and can they abate the 85 per cent. 
penalty? Attorney General Kittrell 
gave it as his opinion that 


“The taxes and percentages are now 
due from the companies to the cgunty 
and State. Whenever citizens are in 
such an attitude, and are delinquent 
- taxpayers, the law is invoked to en- 
force payment. If they have a de- 
fense when the case is adjuged, they 
are relieved. If the State, which in 
this case is plaintiff, succeeds, then 
the citizens must pay to the last cent. 
Now these companies are indebted for 
these taxes or they are not. If they 
are, they should be made to pay; if 
not, 1t is not right to take the illegal 
tax from them. The County Commis- 
sioners have no right to compromise 
with them. The County Commission- 
ers had not the right to abate the 
penalty by reason of the non-payment 
of the taxes. If they could abate one 
dollar they could two dollars; if they 
had a right to abate a moiety they had 
aright to abate the whole. The pea- 
alty had become a constituent part of 
the tax.” 

We do not know how expedient it 
is for the Commissioners to compro- 
mise with wrong, but we hold to the 
same opinion as the Attorney-General, 
that the County Commissioners have 
no right to compromise with delin- 
quent taxpayers. We had a case in 
point. In Oct. 73, the State Supreme 
Court decided in the appeal case from 
this county of the State vs. the C. P. 
R. R., 8th Nevada Reports, “that the 
Board of County Commissioners is an 
inferior tribunal of special and limited 
jurisdiction, and their actién must af- 
firmatively appear to be in conformity 
with some provision of law giving 
_ them power, or it will be without au- 
thority.” Again, this same ruling of 
the Supreme Court is upheld and even. 
strengthened in 10th Nevada Reports, 


page 84: “Neither the Board of County 
Commissioners nor the District Attor- 
mney have any authority to make any 


a compromise or composition with de- 
_. linquent taxpayers, or to release them 
from their liability: ‘bo pay any part of

The taxes are in a fair 
way to be collected, and just. before 
the State gains a victory over her de- 
fiant citizens shall her officers do an 
illegal act and prove themselves 
recreant to the task imposed on them? 
As the Attorney General says, “Stand 


upon your legal rights gentleman.” 


Is it Defective? 


The new policy of President Hayes 
is attracting alternate smiles and 
frowns. The violent, unreasoning 
lover of fat portions, who has no rec- 
commendations beyond his poverty 
and unscrupulous obedience, thinks 
that the country is going to be ruined. 
He holds himself in readiness to say 
“I told you so” upon the first season- 
able opportunity, and almost wishes 
for disaster that his weak position may 
be vindicated. President Hayes is a 
Republican, and was one during the 
war upon the tented field. He was 
not wanting at roll call when the 
troops were to take the field and con- 
quor. What reason have we to think 
that he is not sound when in time of 
peace he seeks to rule the whole 
country with true Republicanism, and 
lay aside the sword for the sceptre of 
a wise and temperate guardian. 

Partizans cannot fear for the com- 
mon prosperity, but rather are seeking 
to protect the identity of their political 
organizations. For what goed pur- 
pose? Weare not now referring to 
the abiding principles of Republican- 
ism. They can never be warped or 
defeated by any man. But why de- 
fend the principle that Republicans 
alone should distribute the public 
patronage? Must not such a policy 
necessarily breed abuses? We have 
always held that parties were a neces- 
sity, and that sharp decisions upon 
national questions were inevitable, 
but there is no virtue whatever in 
such organizations if the minority is 
to be ignored. If one party is to rule 
absolutely and in every branch of the 
public service, it must be politically 
perfect, or the country must suffer. 
Did this ever happen, or do Republi- 
cans believe that there is not one ele- 
ment of right, honesty or efficiency 
outside of their own ranks? Certainly 
not; and it seems tous a_ plain pro- 
position that we shall, in trying to 
fashion a Republican administration, 
seek to utilize the able and honest 
fuction of our opponents, placing them 
upon the broad platform of Republi- 
canism and directing their competency, 
wielding their influence towards the 
greatest good for the greatest number. 

Party organization is not imperiled 
while the power of its representatives, 


for good, are increased. The various 


elements of such an administration, 


all presumed competent, will act upon 
each other, inducing a desire and 
effort for efficient public service and 
the respect and confidence of the min- 
ority will be found invaluable in 
efforts for reconstruction and reform. 
Hayes is attempting to rule the entire 
nation with temperate and just grasp. 
If patriots aid he will succeed, and if 
he succeeds the Republican party wil. 
remember him as one who added a 
fresh laurel to its crown and was able 
to grasp even the enemies of Repub- 
licans upon its broad principles for a 
prosperous administration of public 
affairs. 


His Own Enemy. 


We would most earnestly caution 
the workingman against trifling with 
common laws, under the impression 
that his judgment is superior to their 
provisions. There has been for 
months a bitter feeling against the 
Chinese among white laborers, 
and it has found expression in legiti- 
mate and illegitimate ways. It is 
well for men to protect their own in- 
terests and co-operate for the advance- 
ment of their class. But there can 
never be an occasion when _ these

Cries of 
‘That is what we want!’ sufficiently 
attested the feelings and policy of 
that secret organization. Now, as thus 
much is known, those who were pres- 
ent, and are also known, and who may 
read this, must feel assured that more 
also is known to the authorities.” 

The workingmen must not appeal 
to violence in opposition to just laws 
which protect all men. These laws 
will be enforced at any cost, and such 
attempt at overturning them will only 
fall to the ground and creute a reac- 
tion in favor of the Chinese. _ 

Some time since the Order of Cau- 
casians sought to establish a lodge in 
this city, and we did what we could 
to prevent it. The problem of Trades 
Unions had always possessed peculiar 
interest for us, and we have watched 
the spreading of these anti law socie- 
ties. Each town which has been fa- 
vored with a lodge, has witnessed 
bloodshed, and the working men have 
credit for the deeds of their inferiors. 
The Caucasians have been asked for 
aid in ferreting out the Chico murder- 
ers, and we await their action. 

Meanwhile the laws for the protec- 
| tion of all men will be enforced, and 
we counsel every honest laborer to 
lend vigorous opposition to these vio- 
lent spirits, whose acts can only cause 
greater distress and perhaps cripple all 
just legislation against the Chinese. 
The workingmen are not wanting in 
able defenders, let us hope that they 
will not lack the patience which 1s 
now necessary to a correction of their 
errors,

OVERREACHING.— Many horses have 
the very pleasant habit of striking 
the toes of the hind shoes against 
those on the fore feet. Most horsemen 
will agree that it is a fault attached 
to some of the best as well as the 
worst horses, and they often .click on 
the turf or soft ground, and not on 
the road. It arises from the too great 
activity or length of the hind legs. 
the fore legs are unable to get out of 
the way in time: therefore anything 
that detains them, such as soft or 
heavy soil, must assist in the habit. 
The principal point to be remedied is 
the intolerable noise, from which the 
evil derives its name of “clicking” and 
this is often effected by making the 
hind shoes square at the toe, and leav- 
ing the toe of the crust somewhat pro- 
jecting over the shve, by which plan 
the crust receives the blow instead of 
the shoe, and does not make any noise 
It sometimes happens, from the repe- 
tion of these blows, the crust is worn 
so thin at the toe as to produce or 
threaten lameness, in which case the 
pee of shoeing mentioned must be 

esisted from, and we must put up 
with the noise to avoid the greater 
evil. When a square toed shoe fails 
in preventing clicking, it will some- 
times happen that a shoe pointed at 
the toe will succeed, which no doubt 
“arises from the circumstance that the 
shoe having so small a surface to come 
in contact with, fails to strike the fore
